(canceled)). The claim listing shall commence on a separate sheet of the amendment 
document and the sheet(s) that contain the text of any part of the claims shall not 
contain any other part of the amendment. 

(2) When claim text with markings is required. All claims being currently 
amended in an amendment paper shall be presented in the claim listing, indicate a 
status of "currently amended," and be submitted with markings to indicate the changes 
that have been made relative to the immediate prior version of the claims.

Examiner's Comment on Applicants Arguments 

Regarding Applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features 
of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., 
less space than the Japanese reference) are not recited in the rejected claim(s) . 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Furthermore, Applicant's arguments do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (c) 
because they do not clearly point out the patentable novelty which he or she thinks the 
claims present in view of the state of the art disclosed by the references cited or the 
objections made. 

If Applicant maintains the arguments presented in numbered paragraph 4 in the 
10 January 2005 amendment, the examiner may find the amendment non-responsive 
per 37 C.F.R. §§ 1 .1 1 1(b) and (c), since Applicant does not appear to point out the 
patentable novelty in the pending claims.
